‘The law of Scotland [rays he} ape 

pears to be a hres! made up of 
eGus part. Jt contitts, 
in the first place, of original principes, 
which make that part of it calcd # 
commen daw. WNextcome a num er 
acts which 1 wore ps fied by pariaments 
curing many duccellive reigns, but fave 
moit of them tittle authority at 
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of fellion have been publithed, which 
prove the Opinions held by the fenators 
of this college Concerning various points 

that were either doubtful or moot. 
one, therefore, who takes a view of 
ts feweral parts in their detached inco- 
herent condition, and is not well ace 
cuainted with the principles on which 
‘; js founded, the law of Scotland 
mutt appear to be a very rude, contu- 
fed, indizeited heap ; and one mult of- 
ten be puzzled to dilcover the precile de- 
cuion which it makes of ca‘es propofed. 
Hence ut teems to need more than that 
of any other country to be cleared of its 
rubbih; and attention will thew, that 
itis not tupoilibic to reduce into order 
parts which appear not at frit to have 
any connection with One another. 

The end at which the law of every 
country either does Or pretends to aim, 
isto promore the Aappinets of the mem- 
bers of ivciety, and tor this purpote to 
fccure the enjoyment of his right to eve 
ryman. Finis entra et fecpus, Lord 
Verulam, quem deges intweri, atgue ad 
quem jujicues ef ja cliones fuas derigere 
dient, non quam ut aves 
Bat the happineis of fociety de- 
pends on every indivicual’s diicharging 
the Guies incuinbent on him. ‘The con- 
fequence i-, that the bafis on which the 
municipal law of every country muft be 
founded, can be no other than the law 
Ofnature. But every flate hath its own 
ideus Or Views of things, and hath theres 
lure acopted certain general maxims 
Whica it wath made fundamental princi- 
pies of its fyflem. Hence every deci- 
ton contained either in the ftatutory or 
inthe cutomary law of any country, 
Mut be conncéred with one or other of 
hoe tources, and be deducible from 
hem; the tum of all thele decifions 
mutt be a regular fyftem, connected 
every parc of it with every other. 

Ihe law of Scotland meft, therefore, 
fe that of every other nation, own 
‘authority of certain peneral princi 
Pes; ane owning thele, it cannot avoid 
wlio the truia of every Cone 
cing them. Hence 
cto conclace, that coud not

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might be compofed of thefe principles, 
and of the conciulions flowing from 
chem, fomething like that made by Hei- 
neccius of thoie of the Roman law; and 
that it was poilible to erect on the moit 
fimple foundation, a tuperitructure differe 
ent from any which had been hitherto 
raifed, aicending itep by itep from the 
fictt maxims of jurifprudence to all the 
Cecilions given by the law of Scotland.

{ remember Lord Verulam, in his 
third book de augmentis fcicntiarum, 
work which will perhaps, upon an ate 
tentive cxamination ct it, be found ine 
tiled to be called the nobleft that hue 
man genius ever produced, compares 
the iciences to pyramids erected on the 
baiis of hiftory and of experience, and 
aicending trom thete by various ftages 
to the fummit of ail. Thus the balis of 
that one which reprefents natural philo- 
fophy, is the hiltory of nature ; the phy- 
fical part, which treats of the efhcient 
and material caufes that operate in the 
univerie, he makes the fecond floor; 
the third confits of metaphyfies, orthat 
which inquires into the formal and final 
caufes of things ; and itis by theile three, 
he fays, that we can alone expect to ar- 
rive at the fummit, the {cience of the 
fupreme law of nature. Jurifprudence 
is a f{cience, and refembles a pyramid in 
fome refpecis: but it feems to be more 
natural, and it is more agreeable to the 
plan of the following fyitem, to come 
pare it to a lofty oak, or fome other 
tree. ‘Thefe make their firlt appearance 
under a diminutiveform, that of a feed, 
orimall quantity of matter. But this 
puny embryo developes ifelf by de- 
grees; and branches out with an irre. 
gular wildnefs into a great varicty of 
luxuriant parts, which, though diferent 
both from it and from one another, are 
found, on being viewed attentively, to

In order to co this in the moit ra 
tional manner, every cefinition 1s firt 
reiolved into its coniiituent parts, tat 
ic, propofttiens avbich, it is evident, 
ether expreved oe implied in wt: theie 
call axioms; and afleming them 10 
principles, I endeavour to deduce irom 
them, in a logical manner, ali tie con 
clefions neccilary to be explained 
every tubject.”’ 
Nothing can be more fimpie, er 
cuou:, and icientific, than the 
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here etched out. Philofophy is adimi- 
rably blended with jurspiucence ; the 
mind charmed with the harmony be- 
tween the parts ; conciulions ave lormed 
with facility, becaute the premniies are 
perfectly underitood ; and the law im- 
proves trom a dry, bairen, and crabbed 
fludy, to a fertile, rational, and enga- 
ging icience. We have veniured to 
cide only upon the merits of the pian, 
becauie of this Only we are competent 
judges ; but it is probable, that the fame 
quod {enie reigns through the whole per- 
toumance, and that our autho;’sexampie 
may be thought worthy ef imitation in 
England.

S the lives of eminent Scotimen 
A muit be acceptable to your read- 
ers, | have fent you jome account of ihe 
celebrated architect James Gibbs, 
R.S. g04.], which, fo far as 
know, has not been hitherto done by 
ny other. 

james Ginss was the fon of Peter 
Giobs of Footdeefmire, merchant in A- 
erceen, and Ifabel Farquhar, his fe- 
cond wife; and was born abour the 
year 16074, in his father’s houfe of Foot- 
ceeimire inthe lirks of Aberdeen, which 
is now the maton-lodge 5; ihe houfe, and 
the croir ot land, of about 121]. Sterling 
yearly rent, having been ioon theicalter 
purchafed by the members of that lodge. 

James had his education at the grai- 
and the Mariichal college of 
Aberccen: and here he took the degree 
inalier of arts. 

Betore his education was completed, 
incicent happened, which, “tis pre- 
fumed, obliged the old man to {ell his 
imall properry. At the revolution in 
1088, party-{pirit running high between 
\ hig and Tory, old Mr Gibbs, who 
Wasa ikoman Catholic, named two pup- 
pies and Tory, in desifion of both 
the pares, For this the then magi- 

fates of Aberdeen cauvied him be con- 
Yened before them, and they ordained 
Ne two favourite dogs to be hanged at 
the Crofs; which featence was accor- 
Cing!y exzcuted,

The old gentieman lived fome vears 
after in the School-hi!l of Aberdeen, 
and educated his children in the beik 
manner he could, upon the price of his 
{maileitate. Upen nis death, Wiliam. 
afou he nad by his hilt wite, 
went abroad, and never returned to A- 
berdeen. Mr James flayed fome time 
with iis aune Farquhar, and 
ter Nloriion merchant in Aberdeen, her 
hufband, profecuting his education. 

Mr Gibbs having no ftock, and bet 
few friends, relolved to fect: bis fortune 
abroad ; and about the year 1694, lefs 
Aberdeen; whither he never returned. 
As he had always difcovered a ttrang 
inclination to the mathematics, he {pent 
fome years in the fervice of an archuett 
and matter-builder in Hlolland. ‘The 
Larl of Mar happening to be in that 
country, about the year 1790, Mr Gibbs 
was introduced to him. ‘This Noble 
Lord was himfelf a great architet; and 
findiog bis countryman Mr Gibbs to be 
aman of genius, he not only favoured 
him with his constenance and advice, 
but gencroufly aihiied him with mancy 
and recommendatory letters, in order, 
by traveling, to compicte iimieli as an 
architect 

Thus furnifhed, Mr Gibls went frora 
Helland to Italy, and there applied kim- 
afiiduoully to the of architec- 
ture, under the belt matters.

Thete refolutions were referred to the 
ways-and-means committee; to which 
an inilruclion was given, Feb. 15. that 
they

tith dpirits; and all the papers relating 
tothe dilillery were referred to thiscom- 
mittee. The committee fat Feb. 
18. 20. 22. & 29.; and the refolutions 
for laying the teveral duties on fpirits 
mentioned in the act [225 ], were re- 
posted, and apreedto, onthe 25th. A 
bill was ordered in on thefe and on the 
three firfl of che four refoluiions above 
inferted ; and was prefented March 7.
